7 TOWNS BURNED

N ONTARIO FIRE

5,000 Made Homeless and
Property Loss Mounts

Into Millions.

NORTH BAY, Ont., Oct. C
Between fifty nnd a hundred persons
wero drowned at Hailcybury, at least
thirty others have been burned to
death and seven towns already have
occn wiped out by forest fires raging
In Northern Ontario, the worst ever
experienced In tho province.

Several other towns ara In tho path
of the conflagration, but a steady rain
began falling shortly after noon and
hopes are held that these will be
saved. Property loss already Is
mounting into millions of dollars.

Wlro communications liavc --coir
lapsed over a Hfty-mll- o area, and ll
Is feared tho loes of life In other
towns not yet heard from will seri-
ously boost the total. All of tho
towns swept aro along the Tlmlskam-in- g

and Northern Railroad between
Dane and Cobalt.

Refugees arriving here from Hail-
cybury brought news of the wholesale
drownings. They reported the vic-

tims were crowded from a dock while
trying to board a rescue ship. Hail-
cybury Is a town of 3,500 persons.

Fires also aro raging In the valley
of the St. Maurice in Quebec. This
conflagration was swooping down
early y from tho mountains to
tho village of St. Mathleu de Caxton,
which was already completely sur-
rounded by flames, and to Shawlnigan,
Grandmcre and Grande Piles, which
were covered by a heavy smoko pall.
Quick action by rs saved the
villago of St. Lambert In Shawlnigan.

The Sistere of Providence Hospital,
tho Roman Catholic, Anglican,
Methodist, Baptist and Presbyterian
churches and the new court house of
Hailcybury wero burned to tho ground
by the flames which destroyed the
town in less than two hours. Inmates
of the hospital were removed In au-

tomobile to Cobalt.
One report brought by tho refugees

was that scores had lccn injured and
several trampled to death when
flames swept tho Catholic church and
caused a panic among hundreds who
had gathered there for safety.

Among tho refugees who arrived
on tho boat wero Michael Burns, his
wife and five children, who were res-

cued from their blazing home at

Sister and Neighbor Heard
Her Boast of Power Over

$40,000 FOND IN BANK.

"Flight Insurance'' Fund Kept
Secret by State Official

and Hall Family.

NEW BRUNSWICK, Oct. 5. The
revelation that $30,000 moro in securi
ties was found In tho safe deposit
box of the Rev. Edward W. Hall than
the $10,000, tho amount given out
when the box was opened, was fol-

lowed toy the admission of tho author
ities that they have two witnesses to
whom Mrs. Mills, confided a few
weeks ago that Mr. Hall was ready to
start for Japan with her "whenever
she said the word."

really making a worthwhllo search
for tho murderers.

Letters from Mrs. Mills to the
rector which Indicated that sho wob
dreaming of their future life together
wero kept secret.

It was officially asserted that the
Rov. Mr. Hall had no resources with
which to make such a Journey with a
woman.

MYSTERY LIKETHAT

OF GULDENSUPRE IN

CASE IN THE' BRONX

Body of Man Found in Oil-

cloth Fits Head Discovered
on Sunday. '

HUNT LEGS AND ARMS.

Torso Wrapped in White Ma-

terial Such as Used in Case
25 Years Ago.

Mrs. Marie Reglla and Mrs. Adellna
Spaduccl of No. S37G Belmont Avenue,
hunting for mushrooms In tho Bronx
Botanical Gardens at noon y,

came upon a bundle wrapped In white
oilcloth and neatly tied with stout
twine wedged between two rocks In a
secluded clump of shrubbery near the
Junction of Snake Road and Iris Gar-

den Road. Their curiosity Impelled
them to qpen the package and they
shook out on the ground tho bloody
and decomposing torso of a man.

The women ran screaming for the
open and attracted tho attention of
Edward Carlemnn, a park foreman,
who notified tho police. A prelim
inary Investigation established that
tho torso Is that of the man whoso
head was found wrapped in bed tick
ing in Pelham Parkway, about a third
of a mile from tho sceno of
discovery on last Sunday morning.

The wrapping of the body In oil

cloth, tho separation of the head, tho
legs and tho arms gives tho latest
murder mystery n semblance to tho
Guldensuppo case of a quarter of a
century ago. A largo force of police-

men and detectives started out this
iftcrnoon to search Bronx Zoological
and Botanical Gardens and Pelham
Bay Park for th legs and the arms of
tho murdered man which. It la be
lieved, will bo found In that vicinity.

Assuranco that tho torso and the
head had been separated came from
Robert Stctler, tho Bronx Morgue
keeper. Ho found that tho neck of
the head fitted on tho torso.

There wero no wounds on tho torso
except tho marks whero tho knlfo had
been used in severing tho limbs.
However, the head bears a deep gash
over the right eye and a stab wound
behind tho left ear.

The oilcloth is white with a dec
oration formed by a bluo square filled
with blue flowers. As In tho Gulden- -
